Cc. P. R. Transports Shipment of Hors- 

es From St. Paul to Vancouver 
In Record Time. 

Railway shippers and especially 
shippers of live stock will be inter- 
ested in the record made by the Soo 
Line and the Canadian Pacific Rail-

_horses from St. Paul to Vancouver 
last month.

Wheaicroft was that the horses 
should be delivered in good coudition 
at Vancouver in not more than six 
days after tliey had left St. Paul. 

In forwarding the shipment, the C. 

P. R. not only made delivery at Vau- 
couver within the six-days but.cut 
the tiine downto under fout days, 
three days and twenty one hours io 
be exact.
